We have 
i cached ao time now where a great 
many people in the west are counting 
on aii immediate supply of water for 
the land upon vahich they have set- 
tled, which IB not forthcoming because 
the money applied to the reclamation 
fund does not come In as quickly as 
'expected, or at Iiast quickly enough 
to meet th* exigency of the occasion, 
and I «.tn strongly in favor of antic), 
patlng that fund, which is a fund 
raised solely by the sale of public 
lands, by the issuing of bonds, the 
payment of which shall be charged to 
the same source of revenue.

Uftn wVhave » great deal of valu- 
able ooal land, owned by the govern- 
ment. We have a neat many water 
po*er sites, the water powtr of which 
will furntah an Immense amount of 
power for use by electrical purposes. 
Then there are millions of acres of 
phosphate to be used in the fertiliza- 
rlon of the soil. Under existing laws 
those lands are likely to be parted with 
merely under a homestead settlement. 
They PTC of such peculiar value that 
>t seems wiser that the government 
reserve some control over the water 
power sites and the coal lands and 
fHe phosphates, so that they may not 
come into the hands of one controlling 
Corporation, but may be retained by 
the government wTth the power to re- 
strict the prices on which the coal, 
or* at least at which the power is sold 
to prevent the absorption into on* 
.•ommand of all the power on the con- 
tinent.

Lessig, the first to be tried for man- 
slaughter, was acquitted by a jury in 
the district court, resulting In the 'ila-' 
missal of the other four cases by the 
assistant district attorney. 


Twelve people were killed, nine in- 


stantly, and 62 were Injured in the 
Husted wreck.

A tariff war between the two 
countries is lun/ilnent. and: it id prob- 
able that' the business men of the 
United States will manifest greater In- 
terest In this session of the Canadian 
parliament than they have in any of 
jits predecessors. It is the usual thing 
'for Americans to complain of British 


insularity. 
But if the signs do not 


fall the time Is upon us when Amer- 
icans must themselves repentV^l^own 
provincial seif-sumcieney. 
The"" Do- 


minion of Canada is a great self- 
governing nation which forms an Im- 
portant part of the British empire 
the mightiest political power of earth. 
Canada and the United States possess 
more than 
3,006 miles of common 


boundary lines, and it must be said to 
the everlasting credit of England and 
America that It Is the longest bound- 
ary line on earth guiltless of frowning 
fortress or menacing man of war. The 
two nations years ago agreed to limit 
their naval equipment in the gieat 
lakes to one ship e'achr and not to build 
and garrison 
forts along' the land 


boundaries. 


The two countries are too close akin 


to build forts to menace each other. 
There are no soldiers and sailors to 
strut In defiance on the two sides of 
the line, but there are men In uniform 
who sit at the seat of customs. And 
now it appears that there la likelihood 
of a war of trade and taxes between 


ene two peaceful nations In which 


the custom houses will play large part. 
Unfortunately, from the point of view 
of those who live south of the line, 
tariff wars are not always easy to win, 
even when a nation outnumbers Its 
opponent 
In population and

Exalted position of President, If the elec- 
tors, by their votes, and In Jhe manner 
prescribed by law. should choose her foi 
the place, nor does the constitution of 
the state of Colorado at present 
any distinction In the property, personal 
or political rights of the sexes, although 
at the time of Us adoption the right of 
suffrage was enjoyed only by mate cJti- 
«env, with the accompanying provision, 
however, that the legislature might at 
any time submit to the qualified electors 
the question of extending the right of 
suffrage to women. 


Ever since the admission of Colorado 


into the Union the property and personal 
rights of women, whether married or un- 
married, have been substantially the same 
us those of men Wherever any distinc- 
tion has been made it has been entirely 
In the favor of the gentler sex. 


I take it, however, that the purpose 


in in\ iting an address upon this subject 
was- to have explained and stated the 
actual rather than the relative, rights 
of women 
These njay be divided gen- 


erally into three claBse»—personal rights, 
property rights and political rights al- 
though in the discussion of the various 
laws affecting women in this state, it 
w 111 be found that some rights might per- 
Itapa fall under two or more of these 
general subj'rts 


Personal Kighte. 


Women may Inherit and hold property, 


af>d dispose of the same by deed or will; 
they may engage in any lawful busi- 
ness, aim they may mak« any contract 
regarding their services or properly. A 
female becomes of age and passes out 
of the disabilities of infancy at the age 
of 18 >ears. while the male is considered 
an infant unWl lie Is S. 


There are certain humane provisions 


of the tow enacted for the benefit of 
women which «ire not enjoyed by men, 
for instance. It is made unlawful for a 
woman over the age of W years to be 
required to work or labor for a greater 
number tlian eight hours in the 2*-hour 
day In any mill, factory, manufacturing 
establishment, shop or store, where such 
labor or occupation requires 'the woman 
to stand or be on her feet in order to 
satisfactorily perform her Suites, jt is 
also foi bidden that any woman or girl 
of any age shall be permitted to work 
in any coal mine 
In 
other respects, 


however, the freedom of women to work 
on contract Is not restrained.

Of the eight statutory grounds for di- 


vorce, seven are common to the husband 
and wife, that of nonsupport, however, 
may be Invoked only by the wife against 
the husband 


A will made either by a husband or 


wife cannot legally alienate more than 
one-half of the property of the testator 
from the other, and If In terms a will 
should attempt to deprive a husband or 
wife of more than one-half of the es- 
tate of the deceased, it would to that 
extent be InvaMd. If a man dies leav- 
ing no wlllv and be survived by a wife 
and children, the wife would inherit one- 
half of his property, real and personal, 
and the children the other half, or, it 
there be no children, then th* widowl 
would InRerit all of the property of her 
Intestate husband. 


Widow la Favored. 


A T»!dow 1* more favored by the law 


than Is a widower, for, In addition to 
being entitled to one-half of the hus- 
band's property, she may also be award- 
ed what is called a widow's allowance, 
up to the amount of 12,000, which takes 
precedence over all other claim* except 
funeral expenses, physicians' bills and 
other "expenses of last illness, and the 
expenses of the administration and settle- 
ment of the hueband'G estate. 


While the husband and wife are living 


together, either may acquire a homestead 
right In the real property of the other 
where they are residing, and when a 
homestead is claimed by either husband 
or wife, both must join la the deed, or a 
conveyance thereof will be invalid. Toe 
law also provides against the disposition 
by the husband ot the household gfods 
of the family without the consent of th« 
wife, for it is forbidden him to dispose 
of such household goods either by* sale 
or chattel mortgage, without tin wife 
joining in the instrument of conveyance.
